McCauley. Family hopes

Four chickens living in a Mc¬ 
Cauley backyard are facing 
eviction because they run 
afoul of the city’s bylaws. 

Daniel Aire and his wife 
have had the four chick¬ 
ens in their backyard since 
they moved to Edmonton 18 
months ago. 

He said they had tried to 
keep a low profile about the 
birds, but now hope the evic¬ 
tion might spark a debate on 
the city’s bylaws. 

“Now that the chickens 
have been outed, we can 
cluck as much as they do 
about how big an injustice 


we think this is,” said Aire. 

The four chickens — 
Blaclcie, Whitey, Greytie, and 
Goldie — lay about an egg a 
day during the peak produc¬ 
tion period in the summer, 
according to Aire, who added 
that their manure makes for 
excellent compost. 

“Chickens are a manage¬ 
able and very efficient ani¬ 
mal to have in the backyard 
for all kinds of reasons,” he 
said. 

He said the chickens have 
become part of the family 
and helped ease the transi¬ 
tion for his kids when the 
family moved to Edmonton. 

“The kids just saw them 
as friends right away,” he 
said. 

Aire said he doesn’t fault 
the bylaw department for en¬ 
forcing the rules, but he does 
wish the rules were different. 


Keith Scott, co-ordinator 
of animal control with the 
city, said they are looking at 
backyard chickens as part of 
the city’s urban food strat¬ 
egy, but for now chickens are 
prohibited. 

He said they deal with be¬ 
tween 10 and 20 complaints 
in a given year, but the ma¬ 
jority of people who have the 
animals are reasonable. 

“Most of the people that 
we deal with are people that 
don’t realize there is a by¬ 
law,” he said 

Scott said they don’t go 
out looking for backyard ani¬ 
mals, but they do get com¬ 
plaints about noise, smell 
and even safety concerns. 

“Others are concerned 
that if there are chickens 
next door, does that mean 
that coyotes are going to 
come in?”

A 59-year-old grandfather has 
been criminally charged after 
an 11-month-old boy was 
found alone in a vehicle at an 
Edmonton dog park on Satur¬ 


day. 

The incident marks the 
third time in four days that 
concerned citizens have re¬ 
ported to police that a child 
has been left alone in a 
vehicle. 

All three incidents have re¬ 
sulted in charges. 

On Saturday, two citizens 
contacted Southwest Division 
officers at 6:40 p.m. about a 
baby boy alone in a Dodge 
Caravan, with the doors un¬ 
locked and one window com¬ 
pletely rolled down. 

According to police, wit¬ 
nesses reported that the boy’s 
grandfather returned to the 
vehicle about 45 minutes after 


the child was discovered. 

Police say the boy was 
examined by EMS and re¬ 
turned to his biological moth¬ 
er in good health. The baby’s 
grandfather was charged with 
child abandonment. 

The incident happened the 
day after a concerned citizen 
noticed a two-year-old alone 
in a locked vehicle in a retail 
lot at 23rd Avenue and 111th 
Street. 

When the citizen saw the 
child was out of his car seat 
and had a nosebleed, she 
unlocked the doors through 
a partially open window, re¬ 
moved the child and called 
police. 


In that case, the boy’s aunt 
was charged under the Child 
Youth Family Enhancement 
Act for willfully causing a 
child to be in need of inter¬ 
vention. 

On Wednesday, a citizen 
alerted police to a seven- 
month-old boy left alone in 
a locked vehicle. The boy’s 
mother was charged. 

“In all three cases, each 
child was easily accessible 
by anyone passing by, leav¬ 
ing each child vulnerable to 
medical distress, anxiety and 
crimes against children, just 
to name a few,” Sgt. Gary 
Willits of the Child at Risk Re¬ 
sponse Team said in a release.

U of A international students

correctional officers, librar¬ 
ians and thousands of other 
government workers — held 
a press conference Thursday, 
warning the government 
against changing pensions.

“I believe it is wrong for 


these decisions to be made 
without the involvement of 
our members who pay nearly 
half the costs of our plans,” 
said Alberta Union of Prov¬ 
incial Employees head Guy 
Smith.

Supporters of a Canadian- 
born man fighting an un¬ 
usual deportation to India 
will take his case to Parlia¬ 
ment Hill in a press confer¬ 
ence Wednesday. 

“We’re calling on two 
ministers, the immigration 
minister and the public- 
security minister, to jump 
in and basically stop the de¬ 
portation and to reinstate 
my citizenship,” said Deepan 
Budlalcoti, who was born in 
Ottawa to two ex-employees 
of the Indian High Commis¬ 
sion, both of whom are now

Canadian citizens. 

Budlakoti was ordered de¬ 
ported in 2011 after he was 
sentenced to three years for 
weapon and drug trafficking. 
The government argued that 
because he was born to dip¬ 
lomatic staff, his Canadian 
birth did not confer auto¬ 
matic Canadian citizenship. 

The case grew more com¬ 
plicated when India refused 
to accept him from Canada. 
He says he last visited India 

— on his Canadian passport 

— at age 12 for a grandpar¬ 
ent’s funeral. 

“I am not an Indian cit¬ 
izen,” Budlakoti said. “I have 
never lived in India and I 


have no ties to India what¬ 
soever, other than the fact 
that my parents came from 
India.” 

Budlakoti has had to go 
to court to get a work per¬ 
mit, which has been issued 
but still hasn’t arrived in the 
mail. Meanwhile, he says, the 
numerous restrictions he’s 
under — including a curfew 
and travel restrictions — will 
make it difficult to work in 
his field of construction. 

“I can’t leave (home) until 
nine in the morning and I 
have to be back by 9 (p.m.). 
I can’t work construction, be¬ 
cause construction’s always 
early in the morning.” 


Canada’s visa system the worst 
anywhere for Mexicans: 


The Mexican ambassador to 
Canada says his countiy is 
“really mad” at the Harper 
government for the con¬ 
tinued imposition of a visa on 
its travellers here. 

Ambassador Francisco 
Suarez said that Mexico is so 
upset that if the issue isn’t re¬ 
solved by next year, Mexican 
President Enrique Pena Nieto 
might have to postpone a 
planned visit. 


“We’re now saying it’s a 
major irritant,” said Suarez, 
who took his post three 
months ago. 

“We’re now really mad. 
Canada has the most strin¬ 
gent visa system for Mexicans 
of any countiy in the world.” 

While Mexico’s relations 
with Canada are good, the 
visa issue could become an 
obstacle to deepening eco¬ 
nomic co-operation, he said.

Suarez said Mexicans have 
an easier time getting visas 
to the U.S., which has serious 
immigration issues with Mex¬ 
ico, and face no such restric¬ 
tions in EU countries. “The 
Canadians require 10 times 
more information than the 
Americans.”

Rescue teams are warning 
people in some Colorado towns 
isolated by devastating flooding 
against remaining there, tell¬ 
ing them that they could face 
weeks without basic supplies, 
including running water and 
electricity. 

Helicopters and truck con¬ 
voys of the National Guard car¬ 
ried the admonition Saturday 
into paralyzed canyon com¬ 
munities where thousands of 
stranded residents were eager 
to escape the Rocky Mountain 
foothills.

Dozens of 
people in hard hit Jamestown 
wanted to stay to watch over 
their homes. 

Authorities made clear that 
residents who chose not to 
leave might not get another 
chance for a while. Rescuers 
won’t go back for people who 
insist on staying, Boulder Coun¬ 
ty Sheriff Joe Pelle said. 

“We’re not hying to force 
anyone from their home. We’re 
not hying to be forceful, but 
we’re hying to be veiy factual 
and definitive about the conse¬ 
quences of their decision, and 
we hope that they will come 
down,” Pelle said.

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Man shot by police was 
seeking help after crash 


Officer charged. Former 
football player was 
shot several times after 
police were called by 
frightened woman 


The deadly encounter was set 
in motion when a former col¬ 
lege football player survived 
a wreck and went searching 
for help in the middle of the 
night. A frightened woman 
heard him pounding and 
opened her front door, then 
called police. Officers found 
the unarmed man, and one 
shot him when a Taser failed 
to stop him from approach¬ 
ing. 

Within hours, investiga¬ 
tors determined that the 
shooting had been excessive 
and charged the Charlotte- 
Mecklenburg police officer 
with voluntaiy manslaughter 
in the death of former Florida 
A&M University football play¬ 



er Jonathan A. Ferrell. 

Ferrell, 24, played for Flor¬ 
ida A&M in 2009 and 2010, 
school officials said Sunday. 
He had recently moved to 
North Carolina. 

Early Saturday, he had ap¬ 
parently been in a wreck and 
was seeking help at a nearby 


house, according to a state¬ 
ment from Charlotte-Meclc- 
lenburg police. A woman an¬ 
swered the door and, when 
she didn’t recognize the man, 
called 911. 

Officers responding to the 
breaking-and-entering call 
found Ferrell a short distance 
from the home, police said. As 
they approached him, Ferrell 
ran toward the officers, who 
tried to stop him with a Taser. 
Police said he continued to 
run toward them when officer 
Randall Kerriclc fired his gun, 
hitting Ferrell several times. 
Ferrell died at the scene. 

Police called Ferrell and 
Kerriclc’s initial encounter 
“appropriate and lawful.” But 
in their statement late Satur¬ 
day, they said “the investiga¬ 
tion showed that the subse¬ 
quent shooting of Mr. Ferrell 
was excessive” and “Kerriclc 
did not have a lawful right to 
discharge his weapon during 
this encounter.”

A high-ranking Syrian of¬ 
ficial called the U.S.-Russian 
agreement on securing Syria’s 
chemical weapons a “victoiy” 
for President Bashar Assad’s 
regime, but the U.S. warned 
Sunday “the threat of force is 
real” if Damascus fails to cany 
out the plan. 

The comments by Syrian 
Minister of National Recon¬ 
ciliation Ali Haidar to a Russian 
state news agency were the first 
by a senior Syrian government 
official on the deal struck a day 
earlier in Geneva. Under the 
agreement, Syria will provide 
an inventoiy of its chemical 
arsenal within one week and 
hand over all of the compon¬ 
ents of its program by mid- 
2014. 

“We welcome these agree¬ 
ments,” Haidar was quoted 
as saying by the RIA Novosti 
agency. “On the one hand, they 
will help Syrians get out of the 
crisis, and on the other hand, 
they averted a war against Syria 
by removing the pretext for 
those who wanted to unleash 
one.” 

He added: “These agree¬ 
ments are a credit to Russian 
diplomacy and the Russian 
leadership. This is a victoiy for 
Syria, achieved thanks to our 
Russian friends.”

Gunmen target top female Afghan officer 


Oxfam report. Women 
cops face disapproval 
from families, assault 
by male colleagues and 
are given menial tasks 
such as serving tea 


Gunmen shot and wounded 
the top female police offi¬ 


cer in the troubled southern 
Afghan Helmand province 
Sunday, just months after her 
predecessor was killed, offi¬ 
cials said. It was the latest in 
a series of attacks on promin¬ 
ent women in Afghanistan, 
where just 1 per cent of the 
police force is female. 

The officer, identified only 
as Negar, was getting into 
her car to go to work when 
two gunmen rode up on a 


motorbike and shot her in 
the shoulder. The 35-year-old, 
a five-year police veteran, was 
expected to survive. 

Negar serves as a sub-in¬ 
spector in the police criminal 
investigation department in 
Helmand province. She had 
taken over the duties of Islam 
Bibi, a well-known police offi¬ 
cer who was shot dead in July 
by unknown gunmen as she 
headed to work. The 37-year- 


old Bibi had told reporters 
she had even been threatened 
by male members of her own 
family for her job. 

Several prominent Afghan 
women have been attacked or 
kidnapped in recent months. 

Female police officers 
seem to be a favourite tar¬ 
get of insurgents, and sev¬ 
eral have been threatened or 
killed in the past few years.

What’s in a (family) name? 

Quite a bit, apparently, 
when it comes to the next gen¬ 
eration of actors and directors 
trying to make their way in the 
film world. 

This year’s cinematic of¬ 
ferings at the Toronto Inter¬ 
national Film Festival featured 
a slew of young movie makers 
and up-and-coming stars with 
famous last names who are hy¬ 
ing to step beyond the shadow 
of their well-known relatives. 

But while having a recog¬ 
nizable surname can certainly 
have its perks, it seems a mem¬ 
orable moniker also brings cer¬ 
tain pressures. 

Colin Hanks, the witty 
son of the famed Tom Hanks, 
knows all too well what it’s 
like to be compared to his 
popular father. 

“Definitely, there is more 
attention than most,” said 
the actor, who was in Toronto 
promoting his upcoming JFK 
drama Parkland. 

“This sort of idea of, ‘Oh 
well, he’s not as good as his 
dad’ — that always makes me 
laugh because I was getting 
that when I was 23, and I’m 
like ‘OK ... he had time to get 
to where he is.’” 

The younger Hanks noted 
that while his last name cre¬ 
ates a point of interest, he’s 
stopped stressing over unfair 
comparisons to his dad. 

“There’s not really a whole 
lot I can do about it so I don’t 
really think about it too 
much,” he said with a shrug. 
“(Acting) is a profession that 
I’ve chosen because I love it 
and I don’t want to do any¬ 
thing else.” 

Sarah Sutherland is already 


learning to think along the 
same fines. 

The 25-year-old said being 
the daughter of Canadian ac¬ 
tor Kiefer Sutherland and the 
granddaughter of esteemed 
actor Donald Sutherland does 
come with “certain assump¬ 
tions” 

But the budding actress, 
who was promoting her new 
movie Beneath the Harvest 
Sky at TIFF, hopes she can 
come to be known for her 
own work, and not just her 
name. 

“My father and my grand¬ 
father have an incredible 
body of work and both have 
an incredible work ethic, so 


I’m just proud to be associated 
with them and to be making 
my own mark in this indus¬ 
try,” she said. 

“We always keep business 
and personal things veiy sep¬ 
arate and they’ve always been 
veiy respectful of me figuring 
things out on my own.” 

There’s no doubt that the 
progeny of big-name celeb¬ 
rities get held up to higher 
standards. But there are some 
among the next generation of 
stars who are driven by that 
added scrutiny. 

Take Gia Coppola, for in¬ 
stance. The granddaughter of 
Hollywood heavyweight Fran¬ 
cis Ford Coppola (the man be¬ 


hind The Godfather) and niece 
of Sofia Coppola is well-aware 
of the critical analysis her own 
directorial debut is being sub¬ 
jected to. 

“It does add a lot of pres¬ 
sure, but it just makes me 
want to work harder and 
prove that I can stand on my 
own,” said the soft-spoken 
26-year-old, who has adapted 
a book by James Franco for 
the big screen with her film 
Palo Alto. 

“I hope that people see the 
film because they’re inter¬

To Elisabeth Hasselbeclc, the 
Fox & Friends morning show 
felt like home long before she 
actually got to work there. 

It was regular viewing at 
home for Hasselbeck, whose 10 
years on The View ended in July. 
She’ll debut as Steve Doocy and 
Brian Kilmeade’s new partner 
on Fox & Friends Monday, after 
the departing Gretchen Carlson 
offered farewells Friday. 

“I’d almost make the an¬ 
alogy that it’s being called up 
to play for one of your favourite 
teams in the major leagues,” 
said Hasselbeck, whose open¬ 
ing week will include a series 
of reports with the cast of Duck 
Dynasty. 

Although its viewership is 
typically less than a quarter 
of leading broadcast morning 
show Good Morning Amer¬ 
ica, Fox & Friends thoroughly 
dominates cable. It is averaging 


1.1 million viewers a day this 
year, the Nielsen company 
said. MSNBC’s Morning Joe is 
at 392,000. CNN’s New Day 
has averaged 308,000 viewers 
since its launch in the spring, 
enabling the network to slip 
past Morning Express on sister 
network HLN (249,000). 

Carlson, a former Miss 
America, will get her own show 
on Fox’s afternoon lineup. 

She was serenaded by Gloria 
Estefan on her final day at F&F 
Friday, and watched a clip reel 
of past exploits: skipping rope, 
shooting basketballs, doing 
pushups, singing a Christmas 
carol and sharply questioning 
Robert Gibbs. 

As Hasselbeck rehearsed 
for her new job last week, Fox 
News executive Bill Shine jok¬ 
ingly called her a “survivor.” 
He wasn’t referring to her time 
spent on a tropical island with 
JeffProbst. 

Her conservative view¬ 
points often left her alone 
among her co-hosts on The 
View, or the subject of barbs 
from the also-departed Joy 
Behar and Whoopi Goldberg. 
Hasselbeck said everybody has

challenging days on the job, 
whether they’re in broadcast¬ 
ing, medicine or education. 

If they haven’t had challen¬ 
ging days, “there hasn’t been 
that growth moment,” she 
said. “I’ve had the privilege of 
having a lot of growth during 
those 10 years, let’s just say 
that.” 

On her last day in July, Has¬ 
selbeck was magnanimous 
— particularly to The View 
creator Barbara Walters and 
Goldberg — but clear-eyed. 
She left the day after her hiring 
at Fox was announced. 

Whether she jumped or 
was pushed is still murky. Us 


Weekly reported on May 8 that 
Hasselbeck was being “ousted” 
from The View, which the 
show denied. Shine said he’s 
long admired Hasselbeck, and 
said her move was triggered 
by running into Hasselbeclc’s 
agent at a launch party for the 
Fox Sports 1 cable network, 
which took place March 5. 
Shine said he followed up a 
few days later by calling the 


agent and asking if Hasselbeck 
would be interested in work¬ 
ing at Fox. 

“She’s very smart. She’s 
very outgoing,” said Shine, 
Fox’s executive vice-president 
for programming. “She’s a 
great on-air talent, a great per¬ 
sonality and I think that will 
do veiy well for her in the mor¬ 
ning.” 

Her views will be much 


more at home on Fox & 
Friends. She said the show is 
No. 1 in the cable ratings for a 
reason.

Take a bite out of school lunches 



Tips. A recent survey 
shows that 62 per cent 
of parents don't enjoy 
making school lunches 
for their kids

Being a parent is hard work. 
And if I were to believe what I 
see on Twitter, Faceboolc and in 
blogs, article and television seg¬ 
ments, the making of school 
lunches is near the top of the 
list. 

(As an aside, is it just me, 
or am I right in thinking that 
if making a school lunch is 
even in the top 100 complaints 
about your life then your life is 
pretty good?) 

A survey I recently ran with 
Cityline viewers revealed that 
62 per cent of respondents said 
they do not enjoy making their 
kids’ lunches, but they do it 
anyway, even though the kids 
are old enough to do it them¬ 
selves. 

In the corporate world, this 


would be known as bad project 
management. True, there are 
some parents who like being 
responsible for putting togeth¬ 
er the lunches for their kids, 
which allows them to control 
what foods and how much goes 
in. Of course, it can’t control 


the fact that little Jimmy may 
still trade away his apple for a 
brownie, or pitch the broccoli 
in a bin on the way out of the 
lunchroom, but it can help lim¬ 
it their bad food choice options. 

What it doesn’t do, though, 
is teach them to make their 


own healthy food choices at 
home, and to take on a respon¬ 
sibility that they can easily 
handle from about age eight 
and up. 

Kids even younger should 
be involved in some part of the 
lunch construction. 


While there is a growing 
trend to hide nutritious food 
from kids (zucchini in muffins), 
or make it “ffin” for them to eat 
(sandwiches cut like flowers), 
this is really just training mom 
and dad on some new mostly 
non-transferable culinaiy skills, 
and not providing a food edu¬ 
cation for your children. Teach 
them to make a regular, square 
sandwich instead. 

So how can you get the kids 
to take it on? 

1. Sit down and write out a list 
of lunch options: sandwiches, 
re-heatable foods and salads, as 
their main entree. 

2. List acceptable snacks they 
can choose from, out of the 
cupboard, fridge, or fruit bowl. 
Then let them construct. 

3. Start by having them “own” 
the responsibility of lunch. If 
they want you to make it, they 
have to ask. Nicely. And you 
can say no. (You’re the boss, re¬ 
member?).

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There’s a baby app 
for that — or not 



Can a mobile app teach a 
baby to find her nose? Or 
learn to recognize letters 
and numbers? 

Not according to a U.S. 
advocacy group that recent¬ 
ly filed a complaint with 
the Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion alleging that two popu¬ 
lar baby app developers — 
Fisher-Price Inc. and Open 
Solutions — are trying to 
dupe parents into thinking 
their online games make in¬ 
fants and toddlers smarter. 

The Campaign for a Com¬ 
mercial-Free Childhood, the 
Boston-based group whose 
allegations against Baby 
Einstein videos eventually 
led to nationwide consumer 
refunds, is urging federal 
investigators to examine 
the marketing practices of 
Fisher-Price’s Laugh & Learn 
mobile apps and Open Solu¬ 
tions’ games such as Baby 
Hear and Read and Baby 
First Puzzle. 

It’s the campaign’s first 
complaint against the mo¬ 


bile app industry as part of 
its broader push to hold ac¬ 
countable businesses that 
market technology to very 
young children and their 
parents. “Everything we 
know about brain research 
and child development 
points away from using 
screens to educate babies,” 
said Susan Linn, the group’s 
director. “The research 
shows that machines and 
screen media are a really in¬ 
effective way of teaching a 
baby language. What babies 
need for healthy brain de¬ 
velopment is active play, 
hands-on creative play and 
face-to-face” interaction. 

Linn’s group alleges 
that the companies violate 
truth-in-advertising laws 
when they claim to “teach” 
babies skills. For example, 
Open Solutions, a developer 
based in Bratislava, Slo¬ 
vakia, says its mobile apps 
offer a “new and innovative 
form of education” by al¬ 
lowing babies to “practice 


logic and motor skills.” 

In a statement provided 
to The Associated Press, 
Open Solutions said it 
agrees that electronics are 
not a substitute for human 
interaction. It also noted 
the many positive reviews 
by customers. 

“We also don’t say ‘get 
this game and let it teach 
your child everything,”’ 
the company wrote. “We 
assume (the) child is play¬ 
ing the game with parent/ 
sister/babysitter. We think 
we have apps that can help 
parents with babies, either 
by entertaining babies or 
help them see new things, 
animals, hear their sounds 
etc.” 

Fisher-Price, contacted 
by phone and email, did not 
provide comment. 

Linn said her organiza¬ 
tion targeted Fisher-Price 
and Open Solutions because 
their baby apps were among 
the most popular and be¬ 
cause they represented an 


overall trend of deceptive 
marketing practices by app 
developers, both big and 
small. 


The American Acad¬ 
emy of Pediatrics discour¬ 
ages any electronic “screen 
time” for infants and tod¬ 


dlers under age 2, while 
older children should be 
limited to one to two hours 
a day. the associated press
